"Hard school/* "soft school," "modern" 
education, "old-line" schooling and 
pro­ 
gressive" teaching are term s being band­ 
ied about by the education fraternity to 
the point where a large segm ent of the 
public end many of the educators no long­ 
er have a clear picture of what kind of 
education process this nation had y ester­ 
day , what kind it has today or what kind 
it should have tomorrow. They are equally 
in the dark on the route to be taken to 
make the transition from today to tomor­ 
row. 
This confusion is understandable, since 
the absorption of knowledge remains high 
on the list of continuing dom estic contro­ 
versies. On one point most educators have 
reached agreement: 
The progressive education thesis 
t h at 
each pupil should be free to choose his 
own subjects as a m eans of ‘self-expres­ 
sion" was a mistake. It does no good to 
remind proponents of the idea that it was 
doomed to failure from the start. It was an 
idea that would not die until it had been 
tested. 
Educators are not readv to return to 


rote-mcmory knowledge assimilation of 
past generations, but they are talking 
earnestly about salvaging many of the 
facets of "hard school*’ education an d 
combining these with more liberal theor­ 
ies. They are particularly concerned about 
re-instilling classroom, discipline. 
In going off on*tangents of theoretical 
education, modernists have often discard­ 
ed the fundamentals of history , gramm ar 
and m athem atics as unnecessary weighty 
subjects hindering the development of cur­ 
ious minds. As a result, the foundation ne­ 
cessary to formulation of ideas may be 
lacking. 


Education adjustments will continue un­ 
til the day civilization’s progress ends. 
One of the primary objectives of contem ­ 
porary educators is to overcom e the situa­ 
tion described by an elem entary supervis­ 
or who appeared at a New York educa­ 
tors’ meeting to lament that today 's stu­ 
dent can pass examinations on the princi­ 
ple and mechanical functions of a baro­ 
meter. but he cannot tell where the sun 
sets.

Prices of Ohio farm products are 
running IO or ll per cent below 
those of last y ear, an Ohio State 
Univ ersity farm economist has re­ 
ported. 
Merv in G. Smith, writing in the 
October edition of the Ohio Farm 
and Home Research publication, 
said farm economy is in a cost- 
price squeeze and that net in­ 
comes from farming are down in 
1959 and are likely to continue 
slightly downward during the nex t 
y ear. 
He said farm costs are ex pect­ 
ed to continue as high or increase 
slightly . Total gross sales of farm 
products for the first half of the 
y ear were about 6 per cent lower 
in the United States ban in he 
sam e period of 1958 . 
The economist ex plained: 
“ In a period of rapid inflation, 
farmers usually benefit because 
their prices rise faster than their 
costs. Howev er, we hav e been ex ­ 
periencing 
creeping 
inflation 
in 
recent y ears and farm costs hav e 
been 
rising 
faster 
than 
farm 
prices. 
’’Although this is not as unfa­ 
v orable for farmers as deflation, 
it demands careful management of 
the farm to maintain incomes or 
ev en surv iv e.’’ 
Hog prices hav e declined more 
than other commodities, he said. 
Egg and poultry prices are down 
substantially . 
Grains 
and 
fruit 
prices also are IO to 20 per cent 
lower. The parity ration on farm 
prices to prices paid by farmers 
dropped to 8 0 in August 1959 or 6 
per cent under a y ear ago. and 
Smith added that it may go still 
lower this fall. 
He said the most important lac* 
or causing changes in farm prices 
and net income of farmers is the 
supplies of farm products in the 
nation are near record lev els, he 


said, some larger than last y ear. 
The economist said marketing of 
hogs is ex pected to increase dur­ 
ing the nex t y ear. Egg supplies 
are ex pected to continue high. To­ 
tal trop production will he nearly 
as high as the record set last y ear. 
Smith said a record corn crop is 
nearly assured. Changes in the 
farm program increased the acre­ 
age of corn this y ear, but y ields 
per acre will not be quite as high 
as last y ear, he reported. The ex -

must be altered. 
In a letter to AFL-CIO officials 
Thursday , the governor blamed 
the state's financial circumstanc­ 
es for putting nearly one-fourth 
o f the institutions patient load 
into the work force. 
As of Sept. 30, DiSalle wrote, 
8 ,8 7 7 patients were being used 
a? 
wo rkers in the institutions. 
The labo r leaders had objected 
to the proposed use of prison la­ 
bo r at the institutions. 
DiSalle 
said this 
program will continue 
but sent the leaders a list of 19 
v acancies 
for maintenance per­ 
so nnel in ll institutions. He asked 
their help in locating the people. 
DiSalle added, however, that if 
the posts are not filled the state 
may have to recruit such person­ 
nel fro m penal institutions. 
The governor said he hoped to 
eliminate patient labor at the in­ 
stitutions "unless it can be def­ 
initely determined , . .” that the 
work done is aiding the patient. 
He felt that some work actually 
delay ed recovery of patients. 
DiSalle said the number of pa- 
tient-workers at mental hospitals 
may help ex plain why Ohio spends 
only an estimated $3 92 a day for 
patient care against 
a $26.27 av­ 
erage for general hospitals. 
In 
1950, he added, the figures were 
$1 .78 as compared to $14.50.

Teaching Fundamentals Needed 


“Hard school,” “soft school,” “modern” 
education, “old-line” schooling and 
pro­ 
gressive” teaching are terms being band­ 
ied about by the education fraternity to 
the point where a large segment of the 
public end many of the educators no long­ 
er have a clear picture of what kind of 
education process this nation had yester­ 
day, what kind it has today or what kind 
it should have tomorrow. They are equally 
in the dark on the route to be taken to 
make the transition from today to tomor­ 
row. 
This confusion is understandable, since 
the absorption of knowledge remains high 
on the list of continuing domestic contro­ 
versies. On one point most educators have 
reached agreement: 
The progressive education thesis t h a t 
each pupil should be free to choose his 
own subjects as a means of ‘self-expres­ 
sion” was a mistake. It does no good to 
remind proponents of the idea that it was 
doomed to failure from the start. Tt was an 
idea that would not die until it had been 
tested. 
Educators are not readv to return to 


rote-memory knowledge assimilation of 
past generations, but they are talking 
earnestly about salvaging many of the 
facets of “hard school” education a n d 
combining these with more liberal theor­ 
ies. They are particularly concerned about 
re-instilling classroom, discipline. 
In going off on'tangents of theoretical 
education, modernists have often discard­ 
ed the fundamentals of history, grammar 
and mathematics as unnecessary weighty 
subjects hindering the development of cur­ 
ious minds. As a result, the foundation ne­ 
cessary to formulation of ideas may be 
lacking. 
Education adjustments will continue un­ 
til the day civilization’s progress ends. 
One of the primary objectives of contem­ 
porary educators is to overcome the situa­ 
tion described by an elementary supervis­ 
or who appeared at a New York educa­ 
tors’ meeting to lament that today’s stu­ 
dent can pass examinations on the princi­ 
ple and mechanical functions of a baro­ 
meter. but he cannot tell where the sun 
sets.

Beware Those Pretty Leaves 


This is the time of year when poets con­ 
fort their most beautiful phrases about 
the autumnal garb of nature. Water color­ 
ists and oil painters work like mad. cap­ 
turing on paper and canvas the splendor 
of the trees. 
And there are few sights to rival the 
scene of a highway or road veneered 
with the galaxy of red, yellow and orange- 
brown leaves that have glided down from 
their branches in this ballet of autumn. 
But a danger lurks on such streets and 
highways. The thin covering of leaves is 
enough to send the vehicles of the most 
cautious driver into a spin that may end 
up on a pavement or into the trunk of a 
tree — cr against a human body. 
The danger is sometimes greater than 
the hazards of ice and snow. Drivers recog­ 
nize the dangers of both. But many drivers 
are not aware of the trickery of fallen 


leaves, particularly after a slight rain or 
a heavy autumn morning mist. 
It is not always possible for property 
owners to clear away the leaves immed­ 
iately and it is weeks before they h a v e 
blown away or have been pulverized by 
traffic. So, when launching into superla­ 
tives about the beauty of autumn, keep 
your eyes on the leaf-covered highways 
and your hands on the wheel. T h e r e ’ s 
danger lurking in some of that splash of 
color ahead of the car.

Inflation is never pleasant 
to live through or talk about; it 
is like being dead and alive at 
the same time. In fact, during 
the first stages of inflation, folks 
feel better because they believe 
that they have mor° money. 
The second stage of an infla­ 
tion is not so tough because one 
has more money but the quality 
of goods deteriorates. It is only 
when money does not buy things 
that the 
public 
becomes con­ 
scious of inflation. Then it is too 
late.

Dr. Meerloo, as I mentioned in 
an earlier column, made quite a 
study of this Rock ’n Roll busi­ 
ness. 
While he believes the c u r r e n t 
craze will pass, he does see some 
danger in such dance manias. He 
believes they may easily becom e 
the sign* of breaking down values 
because of a lack of a strong con­ 
trolling force inside the psyche. 
In a technologic world such a* 
ours, he observes, luxury gadgets 
smother the growth of true person­ 
ality. 
This, coupled with the fact that 
mechanical communication is pre­ 
ferred and more effective, anyway, 
presents more and more of a dan­ 
ger to our mental activities. 
The psychiatrist warns: 
“A perpetual Rock ’n Roll is only 
one of the signs of such deperson­ 
alization of the individual and of the

M ervin G. Sm ith, writing in the 
O ctober edition of the Ohio F arm 
and Home R esearch publication, 
said farm econom y is in a cost- 
price 
squeeze 
and 
that 
net 
in­ 
com es from farm in g are down in 
1959 and 
are likely to continue 
slightly downward during the next 
y ear. 
He said farm costs are expect­ 
ed to continue as high or increase 
slightly. Total gro ss sale s of farm 
products for the first half of the 
y ear were about 6 per cent lower 
in the United S tates han in he 
sam e period of 1958. 
The econom ist explain ed: 


“ In a period of rapid inflation, 
farm ers usually benefit because 
their prices rise fa ste r than their 
co sts. How ever, we have been e x ­ 
periencing 
creeping 
inflation 
in 
recent y ears and farm costs have 
been 
rising 
faster 
than 
farm ! 
prices. 
“ Although this is not as u n fa­ 
vorable for farm ers as deflation, 
it dem ands careful m anagem ent of 
the farm to m aintain incom es or 
even su rvive.’’ 
Hog prices have declined more 
than other com m odities, he said. 
E g g and poultry' prices are down 
substan tially. 
G rains 
and 
fruit 
p rices also are IO to 20 per cent 
lower. The parity ration on farm 
prices to prices paid by farm ers 
dropped to 80 in A ugust 1959 or 6 
per cent under a y ear ago, and 
Sm ith added that it m ay go still 
low'er this fall. 
He said the m ost im portant fac- 
or causing changes in farm prices 
and net income of farm ers is the 
supplies of farm products in the 
nation are n ear record levels, he 


said, som e larger than last y ear. 
The econom ist said m arketing of 
hogs is expected to increase du r­ 
ing the next y ear. E g g supplies 
are expected to continue high. T o­ 
tal crop production will be nearly 
as high as the record set last y ear. 


Sm ith said a record corn crop is 
n early assured. 
C hanges 
in the 


farm program increased the a cre ­ 
age of corn this y ear, but yields 
per acre will not be quite as high 
as last y ear, he reported. The e x ­ 
tra total production of corn about 


offsets the decline in acreage and 
producion 
of 
o ats, 
barley 
and 
sorghum grain s. With this re la ­ 
tively large crop prospect and the 
larger m arket supplies of som e 
com m odities such as hogs. Total 
about 3 per cent above last year.

Patient Labor 
Force Said 
Too Large 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle has told labor 
leaders that Ohio’s program of pa­ 
tient labor at 
mental hospitals 
must be altered. 
In a letter to AFL-CIO officials 
Thursday, the governor blamed 
the state’s financial circum stanc­ 
es for putting nearly one-fourth 
of the institutions patient load 
into the work force. 
As of Sept. 30, DiSalle wrote, 
ti,SII patients were being used as 
workers in the institutions. 
The labor leaders had objected 
to the proposed use of prison la­ 
bor at the institutions. 
DiSalle 
said this program will continue 
but sent the leaders a list of 19 
vacancies for maintenance per­ 
sonnel in ll institutions. He asked 
their help in locating the people. 
DiSalle added, however, that if 
the posts are not filled the state 
may have to recruit such person­ 
nel from penal institutions. 
The governor said he hoped to 
eliminate patient labor at the in­ 
stitutions "unless it can be def­ 
initely determined . . .” that the 
work done is aiding the patient. 
He felt that some work actually 
delayed recovery of patients. 
DiSalle said the number of pa- 
tient-workers at menial hospitals 
may help explain why Ohio spends 
only an estimated $3 92 a day for 
patient care against a $26.27 av­ 
erage for general hospitals. In 
1950, he added, the figures were 
$1.78 as compared to $14 50.

BOSTON (AP) - The bequest 
of an 82-year-old mystery finan­ 
cier has made a Boston commu­ 
nity charity trust one of the rich­ 
est in the nation. 
The sum of 17 million dollars 
was left by Albert Stone Jr., a 
multimillionaire bachelor who in 
late years lived so quietly his 
bankers rarely saw him. 
Stone died May IO. His will of 
four paragraphs directed that his 
entire estate go to the Perm anent 
Charity Fund formed 41 years ago 
to 
support 
charitable 
work 
in 
Greater Boston. It was the larg­ 
est charitable bequest ever made 
to a community trust. 
Trustee of the fund is the Bos­ 
ton Safe Deposit and Trust Co. 
The bank's president, William W7. 
Wolbach, 
says 
Stone 
long 
had 
been a depositor but came to the 
bank rarely and had been in fail­ 
ing health in recent years. 
It was not a case of rags to 
riches, however. Wolbach says hi' 
understood Stone was left several 
million dollars by his father. Fund 
officials said most of the money 
is in ‘‘sound common stock.” 
"We honestly didn’t really know 
what Stone did,” says Wolbach. 
"Twenty years ago he walked 


into our office and said he had 
decided 
to 
give 
something 
to 
charity. We explained how our or­ 
ganization operates to help many 
charities 
in 
the 
metropolitan 
area. 
"He concluded, " T h a t ’ s what 
I’m looking for.’” 
Money for the various commu­ 
nity projects comes from interest 
on the funds held in trust. 
Sidney Stone, a cousin, is the 
only living relative. He says Stone 
attended 
Chauncey 
Hall 
School 
but did not go to college. At the 
turn of the century Albert was in 
the shoe business as a jobber. He 
sold the firm in 1910 and joined 
his grandfather and other rela­ 
tives in the real estate business.
